of prime Importance. 

As briefly as It may he defined, a 
base hospital Is on Institution whleh 
cares for the slek or wounded soldier 
from the time he Is sent bach from 
the firing line, until he Is able to be 
removed to a hospital in his own coun- 
try. 

It Is almost unbelievable, hut never- 
theless a faet. that until the American 
Rod Cross took hold of the task a 
yenr ago. no nation In the history of 
the world had ever organised a base 
hospital until after war had l.e.n de- 
dared and the lighting begun, and the 
wot nded men lay writhing on the 
ground. 

Always, of course, there have been 
a few army turgeoni «ith each regl- 
ment who patched np tho slightly 
wounded and aot them back Into the 
Bring Una as quickly as possible. Also, 
of course, there have always been In 
all countries some sort of hospital sys- 
tem for the care of the s|rk and 

wounded when they got home. 

Hut always the intermediate insti- 
tution, for the eare and transportation 
of the sick and wounded between the 
front and the home hospitals, wan 
missing, nils has Inrariably led to 
u terr{hle congestion of wounded) pn 
the battlefields, where thousands «uf- 
fered needlessly, lost arms and legs 
that might ban been saved, or lied 
When a little care would have pre- 
served them. 

Col, leffersoa Randolph Reno, U, I 
a. Medical corps, director general at 
military relief of the Red Cross, has
